Also, #1669, mo. 1”, day 18, wife to Robert Seaver buryed.” He must 
have had a third wife, for in his will, made Jan. 16, 1681, proved July 5, 
1685, he provides for his wife (christian name not given) and four children.

« Jon. Ebenezer Seaver was educated at Harvard College, from whicli 
institution he graduated in 1784. 

Tustead of studying a profession, as was the case with a large portion of 
the graduates of that day, le chose the calling of a farmer. The fine rich 
acres of his ancestors had descended to him, aud he enjoyed their cultivation. 
Tis table was abundantly supplied with the best the market afforded, as the 
writer hereof can testify, and gave one the idea of a substantial country 
gentleman. 

He was cliosen a member of congress in Norfolk district from 1803 to 
1813, a period of ten years. Ile was a member of the State Coustitutionsal 
Convention of 1820. IIe was well versed in the history of his country, 
and true to what he held to be its highest interests. He belonged to the 
republican in distinction from the federal party of that day. Ife was iii 
favor of the embargo, and advocated the declaration of war with Great 
Britain in 1812. Te had inuch influence with the administration during his 


several terms in congress; Was a great admirer of Jefferson, who was hia 
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inodel of gentleman, a statesman aud politician. Party spirit at that time 


was exceedingly high ; and numerous were the insults offered him by his 


opponents, but he bore them with patience and great forbearance. He was, 


however, more intimately known to his townsmen by his long continued 


services a3 selectman, representative to the general court from 17{l4 to 1802, 


and moderator of their town mectings. Here he came in contact with his, 


fellow citizens ; he knew their history, aud the history of their progenitors 


back to the first settlement of Roxbury. Tor many years he lield the first 


niimeil office, was generally chairman of the board, and adininistered their 


affairs with serupulous integrity, wisdom and economy. Swindlers and 
impostors fared hard under his ashninistration, and it was the prevalent 
opinion that he was more careful and attentive to the affairs of the town, 
than to his own. No person was $0 wealthy, or so high, but he would 


denounce him if le was dishonest. In 1882, the town of Roxbury passed 


him a yote of thanks ‘for his long, faithful and unreinitted services for 


nearly forty yes past.’ 
Notwithstanding his peculiar views in relation to religious opinions and

His reports on the 
finuncial condition of the commonwealth were regarled able state papers, 
and gave him the reputation of beiug master of finanee. 

His early fondness fur military lite never left hig. Ie connected him- 
self with the Indepenlent Corps of Cadets, and was adjutant of the same in 
1844. [le devoted much time to the discipline of this company, “ in order,” 
to use his own words, * that by its exaimyle as a body guard to the governor 
of the comionwealth, it might stimulate the waning military spirit of the 
state militia.” In 1849, having filled ull the intermediate grades of oltice, 
he was elected lieutenant colonel of the Cadets, which office he held tro 
years. On the occasion of the presentation of a standard to the Cadets in 
1862, Col. Sever made a public address at the State House in the presence 
of the governor and other state officials, which was much commended for its 
xptness and for its ability. 

For many years Col. Sever was recording secretary of the Socicty of the 
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Cineinnati, and was elected president of the same in 1866. In 1869, he 
was eliosen viee president of the General Society of the Cinciuuati, at the 
annnal meeting held at Trenton. New York. He felt great interest in the 
ubjects and purposes of this society; and he always found it a pleasant duty 
to discharge the various offices whieh he held in uit arganization. 

In 1868, Col. Sever established a scholarship in Harvard College, giving 
$2,500 for that purpose. Te directed the income to be given to meritorious 
under-graduates, preference beiug given to those from his native town, 
Kingston, or from Plymouth, the birth-place of his mother. Te requested 
the selection of the beneficiary to be made withort special reference to aca- 
demic rank, and that “no sectional or denominatioual test” be required. 
He took a deep interest iu this foundation, and it occupied his thoughts till 
the close of his days. 

Late in life, as usual, he became inspired with a deep interest in the his- 
tory of his ancestors. He secured the services of one of Our most esteemed 
Inembers, and proceeded to investigate and prepare for publication the his- 
tory of the descendants of Robert Seaver, the emigrant, his great ancestor, 
from whom he was descended in the sixth degree. 

His domestic life covered 2 period of thirty-five years, an‘] was marked 
with few incidents. He married Dec. 7, 1836, Elizabeth Parsons. daughter 
of James Carter, of Boston, who survives him. They lind no children. 

In the spring of 1870, his health began to decline; this was followed by 
a prolonged illness, whieh euded in his death, January 16, 1871. 

Col. Sever was a geutleman of marked traits of character, mora] and 
intellectual. In his religious und political views le was eminently conserva- 
tive. His integrity, firmness and intelligence qualified him for public em- 
ployment. He had that true elevation of mind which conuanded respect, 
aud caused him to be esteemed by a select circle of acquaintances. He was 
chosen a resident meniber of this Suciety in May, 1869.”

“Benjamin Seaver was born in Roxbury, April 12, 1795. In 1812 
he entered the auction and cominission store of Whiswell & Bond, 
Jn 1816, when he had reached his majority, he was 
adinitted as a partner, and tho name of the firm was changed to Whitwell, 
Bond & Co.

For a long period this house occupied a prominent position 
among the leading business firms of New-England, and none ewjoyed mors 


fully the confidence of the community. At the close of the year 1837, Mr. 


Whitwell aud Mr. Seaver, in conjunetion with Mr. Benjaunin F, White, a 
special partner, formed a copartnership under the firm of Whitwell & Seaver.

We glean a few facts in relation to Mr. S. from a statement whieh was 


communicated by 2 confidential friend of the deceased, and published in this 


pamphlet. 
At the early age of 19 he commenced bustness on his own account. In 


1814 he removed to Baltimore, but owing to the depressed state of commerce 
which succeeded and the unstable credit of the western merchants whose 
transactions formed the chief trade of Baltimore, he became embarrassed ; 
he settled with his ereditors, and left for Washington in the winter of 1818. 
In November, 1820, lie was eyneerued in a grocery store in that city. On 
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Thursday, July 5, 1621, at 2 o'cloek, rir, he started for Alexandria with 
the intention of returning on Friday morning. In the afternoon of that 
day, having finished his business at Alexandria, he concluded to return 
on foot to Washiugten. Sunday morning, the toll-houase keeper on the 
Alexandria road’ gave the alarming jutelligenoe at Washington that the 
body of a murdered man had been found among the bushes, on the road 
side, near his house. It proved to be the body of William Seaver. Accord- 
ing to appearances it had remained there from Fr riday evening, at which 
time the murder was probably committed. Liberal offers of reward were 
at once made by the authorities of the United States and the corporations 
of the cities of Washington, Georgetown and Alexandria, but nothing had 
been discovered at the time the discourse was printed relative to the 
catastrophe. Mr. Seaver left a wife aud four children, the eldest of whom 
was thirteen years, the youngest sixteen months old.
